LETTER FROM CAMP MCARTHUR 


‘he following interesting « letter 
was written bv Arthur Carriveau to 
his brother. He was among those 
who were chosen from the Drafted 
army at Camp Custer to go to Waco: 

Camp MacArthur, Nov. 19, 1917. 
Dear Brother Eddie: 

I suppose you all thought I was 
dead. But I was so interested in the 
sights that I kept putting off writ- 
ing every day. Well Eddie, how is 
Mr. and Mrs. Hall, Glen and also 
Bertha getting along? Eddie, I am 
going to try and get a furlough to 
come home Christmas if I can, I will 
let you know in my next letter. Well 
Eddie, you can write to Jim and the 
folks at home and also Dorothy and 
tell them where I am. Will write 
to them all soon so don’t worry about 
me. We were three days and three 
nights getting here. I like it all 


so warm in day time and cool at 
night. We went across the Missis- 
sippi river, it’s just one mile across 
and we went through Arkansas and 
Tennessee. We sure did see some 
sights. We could see those big fields 
of cotton and the black coons with 
their big baskets, it looked so funny 
to see them. We would be way up 
on the hills and down in the valleys 
there was a little town on the side 
of a big hill and the farmers were in 
town with their mules. They had 
them tied to posts, it sure did look 
funny. 

In the south if we meet a man -or 
woman or any girls they all speak to 
us; they all like Michigan boys. (Ha. 
Ha.) Well, they claim we will see 
France before spring but I would like 
to go home first. Eddie, I want you 


write to me. Just before I left Bat- 
tle Creek 1 got a letter from my dear

WAR SAVINGS CERTIFICATES. 


Description. 

A United States War-Savings Cer- 
tifleate, Series of 1918, will be an 
obligation of the United States when, 
and only when, dne or more United 
States War-Savings Stamps, Series of 
1918, shall be affixed thereto. Each of 
such certificates will have spaces for 
20 such stamps, and each of such 
stamps thereto affixed will have a ma- 
turity value of $5 on January 1, 1923, 
which will accordingly give each such 
certificate, when bearing its full com- 
plement of such stamps, a maturity 
value of $100 on said date. No. cer- 
tificate will be issued unless at the 
same time one or more War-Savings 
Stamps shall be purchased and affixed

GERMAN ATROCITIES. 


Proof Offered by Dr. Hillis in Re- 
sponse to Challenge. 


Dr. Hillis offered to -rove German 


offer of reward.—Chicago Tribune. 

Albert Fuchs, who owns and resides 
at the Chauteau apartments, Chicago, 
may have submitted tc him proofs 
of German atrocities if he desires. 
Mr. Fuchs was moved to offer a re- 
ward for such proofs several weéKs 
ago when Dr. Hillis lectured in New 
York about the German crimes. 

“T-am told that a German-Amer- 
ican here in Chicago has announced 
he will give through the Red Cross 
to the families of the victims of Ger- 
man inhumanity from $1,000 to $2,- 
000 for each accredited case,” Dr. Hil- 
lis said in address. “I would like to 
submit a series of cases upon the 
terms he has himself announced.” 

The list prepared by Dr. Hillis fol- 
lows: . 

This is one of the reasons we are 
in the war and the reason you should 
buy Liberty Bonds. 

1. Affidavits B6 and B5. Malines. 
Eight drunken soldiers entered the 
suburb singing and carrying not a 
German flag, but a Belgium babe 
skewered upon a bayonet, 

2. Affidavits D1 to 25. Digest of 
the affidavits by the attorney in 
charge. A boy was found kneeling 
as if in an attitude of supplication, 
both hands had been cut off. 

38. Affidavits D100 to 108. A 
child with stomach slashed open with 
a bayonet, upon the ground, and an- 
other child two or three years old 
nailed to a door by its arms and feet, 

4. Dairy and Eitel Anders, Photo- 
graph of the pages of his journal 
found upon the soldier’s dead body, 
now in possession of the attorney 
general, department of justice. “We 
burned the houses down—the inhab- 
itants were chased away and some of 
them shot.” 

5. Affidavit 2389, village of Gar- 
bevillier. This village was searched 
by Gen. Plauss’ soldiers. No weapons 
were found. The only men in the vil- 
lage were from 70 to 92. In the pres- 
ence of all the women and children 
the aged mayor, his secretary and 13 
other old men were shot. 

6. Affidavits 240 to 248, covering 
the murder of the Red Cross repre- 
sentative, upon whose head petrol was 
poured and a match struck, burning 
to death. 

7. Affidavit G 21, Hermaniel. 
These affidavits concern the lifting 
into a square church tower a German 
machine gun, Then 200 French wom- 
en and children were driven into the 
church and word sent to the French 
soldiers that if they used their can- 
non for dislodging the machine gun 
they would kill their own women and 
children. : 

8. Affidavit 110A. German sol- 
diers roped boys and girls together 
and used the mass a military screen 
against the French who were defend- 
ing their own homes.

Michigan Hotels WN Bave 5,000,000 
.™ Pounds of Meat and 4,000,000 of 
Wheat By “Hooverizing.”

Eight hunters lost their lives and 
many others were seriously injured in 
Michigan during the 1917 bunting sea- 

. BOR, 

The record of casualties is less than 

60 per cent of the normal of any year 

‘gince 1905. Last year there were 13 

fatalities in northern Michigan woods. 
-The year before there were 16. This 
year, pwing to precautions urged by 
the game department and by the press, 
hunters in general exercised greater 
care. 

The wearing of red caps and other 
brightly colored clothing probably 

-saved many lives. Only three hunters 
have been reported killed by other 
hunters. In every other case the hunt- 
er was injured through his own care- 
lessness. 


The game reported killed does not; 


approach that reported for many years 
past, probably because snow did not 
come until near the end of the season. 
Game wardens say there have been 
few violations or attempted violations 
of the game laws this year. probably 
bevause of activities of the state de- 
partment and of sportsmen’s clubs, 


Hotels Show Huge Food Saving. 
Diners at 2,000 Michigan hotels and | 
restaurants since the advent of “wheat-; 
Jess" and “meatless” days are saving 
for the soldier boys and our Atlies at} 
the rate of 4,000,000 pounds of wheat 
flour a-year and 5,000,000 pounds of} 
. meat. 
There are 3,000 hotels and restaur- 


ants in the state. but 1,000 of them | 


have so far failed to sign the Hoover 

. pledge card. Hence, reports of what 
they are doing are not obtainable. 

Reports of the 2.000 hotels and res- 


taurants that are obeying the sugges: | 


tion of Federal Administrator Hoove 
have been coming to State Administra- 
tor Prescott for several days. 

Two hundred such reports on meat 
were taken and_ tabulated. 
showed that in 100 hotels and restaur- 


ants, scattered widely as to location: 
and class, during the first month of 
the campaign, there was saved 42.591: 


pounds of meat. For the whole 2,000 
the saving would be 482.910 pounds. 
Multiplying this estimate by 12 would 
give the yearly saving at the astound- 
ing figure of 5,110,920 pounds, or 2. 
555 tons. : 

On the wheat-saving the first 16 
were tabulated. They showed a sav- 
ing of 15.848 pounds of wheat four. 
which would make 316.960 pounds 
for the entire 2,000 pledged estabiish- 
ments. For the year this would mean 
a saving in them alone of 3.803,520 
pounds, or more than 1,900 tons. 

While these figures are merely esti- 
mates. in the opinion of the state food 
authorities they are more than fairly 
accurate. The hotels and restaurants 
taken were of such a diversified char- 
acter as to indicate that all would fol- 
low about the saine ratio in the long 
run, 


State Valuation is $4,000.000,000. 
State and county taxes in 
Michigan which became due and pay- 
able December 1, are assessed on the 
largest valuation of real and personal 
property the state has ever known. 
As compiled from the reports of the 
county assessors in all counties by the 


state tax commission, the total valua- | 


tion on all property in the state, real 
and personal, is $4,022,507,720. 

Some idea of the enormous jump can 
be. had from the statement of the to- 
tal last year, which was $3,629,751,140. 
The assessors accordingly have found 
approximately $400,000.000 more prop- 
erty this year than last. 


Of this increase, about $250,000,000 ' 


has been added in Wavne county. 

With the closing of the assessment 
books this fall, there are but 10 or 
12 counties which have not been look- 
ed over by the state authorities and 
placed on an actual cash basis. In 
some counties the commission sent 
men with the supervisors and explain- 
ed their methods, so that while the 
commission itself did nat do the work, 
in most Instances the totals were what 
they would have secured. 

The counties which are not yet up 
to cash value or have not been review- 
ed by the commission are small, with 
the exception of Lapeer. This is the 
only large county which has not been 
Placed on cash basis.

The Custer soldiers subscribed for 
more than a million dollars in Liberty 
bonds, payable in 10 monthly install- 
ments. That is $100,000 a month, 
which brings the total balance down 
to $275,000 after halving it on depen- 
dency allowances. 

The next big item in the saving pro- 
gram is insurance. When the matter 
has been properly presented to the 
men enough will probably be taken 
to bring the total of premium pay- 
ments in camp among the present 
members to more than $100,000 a 
month, 

With that the 75 per cent is passed, 
So if any parents believe their boys 
are breaking away from the guiding 
|influences of the Y. M. C. A. and the 
churches and their officers and are 
indulging in riotous practices they 
need only think for a moment to 
realize that after the month’s supply 
of tobacco and toilet articles and other

| Doctors Urged to Rniist. 


Michigan seems destined to succeed 
to Pennsylvania’s proud place as lead- 
ing the United States in volunteers for 
the medical reserve corps. More than 
600 Michigan physicians have volun- 
teered, 40 additional applications now 
are under Consideration at Washtng- 
ton, and the draft has yielded 109 doc- 
tors for the reserve staff. 

A insistent call from the government 
{for 10,000 more medical men has led to 
an urgent appeal being sent out to 
Michigan doctors to apply for com- 
isissions. It is considered itnperativ2 
that all physicians who are, physically 
fit. should make application at once. 

It is pointed out that after the physi- 
cian has received his commission and 

ecepted it, there may be a delay of 
several weeks before he is called into 
active service, but the war department 
has given assurance that at least 15 
'days’ notice will intervenue. 

Some of the training camps for phy 
sicians will be closed for the winter 
‘but will be reopened in the spring, 
the surgeon-general’s office must 
have the necessary data in hand within

still in Europe form almost half the

In a surprisingly large ‘number of 

cases these foreign beneficiaries are 
‘residing in Gerniany, Austria and 
Bulgaria, the countries the allies are 

j warring against. and in Poland,, Rus- 
‘sia and some of the Balkan states. 

| The objection to these beneficiaries 
‘is that in case of the soldier's death 
‘it would be difficult, and frequently 
‘impossible, to see that the money 
‘reached the relatives’ hands, in the 
jjumbled-up conditions that are bound 
{to follow after the war.

Stories of Disease at Waco False. 

| Rumors of epidemics of disease in 
‘Camp MacArthur which have made 
'many parents write to commanding of- 
i ficers and were responsible for several 
parents making the long journey down 
to Waco are without foundation. So 
are exaggerated tales of deaths in the 
camp. 

_ Since the base hospital was opened 
in September, there have been but 
nine deaths. The population of the 
‘camp is in excess of 26,000 men, the 
'popnjation of the base hospital is ap- 
proximately 1200. Most of these men 
{are men who are awaiting discharge 
because they are not efficieat enough 
for soldiers. :

Relentless Machine on West 
Front Sapping Strength of 
Germans. | 


SOLDIERS ARE OPTIMISTIC 


See Ultimate Success Through Growing 
Superiority in Air, In Number 
of Guns and Supplies of 
, Shells.

General Headquarters, British Ar- 
‘mies in France.—It probably never oc- 
curred to a beholder, watching the 
igreat steam dredges of Colone! Goe- 
‘thals scooping out the Punuima canal, 
‘to wonder whether the job would ever 
be finished. Huw long it would take to 
dig the canal no man knew, but that it 
would be dug, nobody doubted. That 
fs the way I feel whenever I see the 
British illitary machine at work. 

Through the courtesy of the British 
staff I tinve inspected the battle front 
along the whole fine where active 
fighting has been in progress this year. 
The unsatisfactory military situation 
in Russia,’ which has helped the Ger- 
man defensive upon this front, has 
been responsible for pessimism io Lon- 
don. Out here, the men who are do- 
ing the fighting are optimistic. It has 
not always been so; 1 left an optimis- 
tic London in the spring of 1916 and 
found the front, not pessimistic but 
grimly aware of the long aud uphill 
road ahead. It was the same in the 
midst of the battle of the Somme, but 
in the winter, when fighting had died 
down, I found the front more “bucked 
up” than ever before. And now, the 
front is confident that the Germuns 
have shot their bolt. * 

London guesses, but the front knows. 
That ts why these alternations of feel- 
ing are not only Interesting, but {m- 
portant. But the back keeps murmur- 
ing, our losses are heavy. No doubt 
the German losses are heavy. too, but 
we are not gaining much ground. We 
read of bitter fighting lusting for 
weeks fn the ruins of some insignifi- 
cant village. : 

Soldiers Think Differently. 

Not even three years of war have 
taught the people who say these things 
to think as the soldiers think. The sol- 
dier brushes aside all such talk us ir- 
relevant. His job, he knows, is to beat 
the German army. When that has been 
done the war will be over. Movement 
as meusured on a map does not inter- 
est him at all except as it helps to kill 
Germans. [We complains bitterly. when 
he has time to cohsider publie opinion. 
that civilians cannot think of fighting 
except in terms of geography, of ad- 
vance and retirement, which. until the 
final “break through” coines, if it does 
come, are relatively unimportant. 

lo attempting to sum up the situa- 
tion on the western front us the sol- 
diers see it, a reporter is ut once fuced 
with the factors that have misled opin 
fon everywhere. Clvillans have maps. 
‘Progress upon a map can be visualized 
by anyone. All infantry fighting re- 
sults from an attempt by soldiers of 
one side to reach a point on the map 
held by the enemy. The success or 
failure of these attempts is ut once au- 
nounced in the bulletins. 

It is movement, and movement alone. 
by which the public judges fighting. 
because it is not nllowed to know any- 
thing else. Each side keeps its own 
losses secret, and can only guess at 
those of the enemy. Neither side tells 
the world bow many shells it fired in 
an action, how many of its guns were 
worn out. Yet these things are often. 
indeed usually, of very much more im- 
portance than the loss or capture of a 
village like Fresnoy or Bullecourt, It 
may possibly come about at a later 
Stage of the war that the winning of 
8 certain strip of ground will decide 
the fate of an army. Most soldiers do 
not think so, and they all agree that 
this is not true today. 

Best to Forget Map. 

The best way to appreciate the prog- 
ress of the war In France, it has beep 
Impressed on me again and aguin, ts 
to forget the map. There are on the 
Franco-British front a certain number 
of British and French divisions, Op- 
posed to them are 148 or 144 German 
divisions. The object of the allies is 
10 go on fighting, under the most ad- 
vantageous conditions ,;possible, until 
the 144 German divistons plus all the 
reserves and units from other fronts 
that may be brought up, are so smash- 
ed that they can no longer take the 
punishment. Then, aud then only, will 
come the “break throvgh” so much 
talked about, but victory will not come 
this year; it may not be possible at nll 
without the help of great American 
armies, 

The great progress toward the final 
goat that has been made during the 
1917 enmpaign by the French and Brit- 
ish armies must be measured not by 
liberated towns, but by the losses suf- 
fered hy those 144 German divisions. 
It is possible to give approximute fig- 
ures showing what the German sgol- 
diers have had to endure’ this year. 

When the campatgn opened In March 
the trench lines from Switzeriand to 
the sea were manned by about 100 Ger- 
man divisions, while Srouped In the 
rear os a strategic reserve were 44 
divisions. which Hindenburg hoped to 
use In an offensive which was to re- 
gain the Initiative for Germany after 
‘the March retreat had disorganized the 
the pursuit was more 
rapid than the Germans thought pos- 
sible, the British blow at the Vimy 
ridge came three weeks before it was 
expected, and-the old marshal’s plans 
went glimmering. - He had to stand 
and. fight ob'the defensive, abandoning. 


Iston 
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-}appeared again, 


this ‘year, 92 German divisions . were 
sent if against the British jn the Ar- 
against the French on 
the Alsne and In Champagne. Of these 
divisious 27 were so shattered that 
they had to be withdrawn, and fater 
thelr gaps refilled 
with reserves. Several came back for 
the third time, In six weeks, there-. 
fore, only 47 of the German divisions 
garrisoniug the western front had not 
been dragged into the great “suction 
actlons.” Figures on the latest fighting 
are not obtainable. 

Duriug the entire battle of the 
Somme, which lasted four months, 90 
separate German divisions were eD- 
gaged, many of them sent back for the 
second or third tlme after being 
smashed up. 

In six weeks of the more Intense 
fighttug of 1917, the Germans were 
compelled to use practically the same 
NMan-power to stand up against the 
British and French onsliughts as they 
poured into the whole Summe action 
frou start to finish. No amore men 
than absolutely necessary ure sent fn- 
to the infernal fire maintained hy the 
wed artillery, By the figures I hive 
given are to be culculated the results 
of the first phase of this year's fight 
ing, not by progress measured on a 
mip, Every division sent into these 
batues suffers leavily unuder the can- 
stunt shelling to which it is subjected 
from the tine it enters the zone of 
long range fire miles behind (he trench 
Hines until what Js left of it reaches 
safety ugain, 

But does not this process qf attri- 
tion work bot: ways?) Are not British 
and French divisions drawn tn the 
same way under the shells of con- 
centrated German batteries? How can 
we tuk about suecess and ultimate 
vietory if both sides are bleeding to 
death in this fashien? 

Balance Heavily Against Germans. 

In the answers to these questions 
lies the real enuse of the optimism at 
the front. Heavy as are the allied 
losses, the attrition process ts not op- 
erating te, the same extent on both 
sides. There are several factors ut 
work this year hat are weighing down 


the balance heavily agninst. the Ger- | 


thans, 
Fi 


comes the allled superiority tp 
the air. This is indisputable, aod man- 
ifest to the most casual observer. On 
clear days, I have seen dozens of Brit- 
ish nirplines buzzing over the German 
lines: to catch sight of an enemy plane 
ou our side is now an event, and an 
exciting event, becnuse the venture- 
some intruder is sure to he fighting an 
angry swarm of British or French 
wasps. Sometiines the Germans send 
squadrons of high-speed seouts seut- 
tling along three miles in the air, but 
‘at these great altitudes observation 
even with German lenses is not of the 
best. The only German squadron I 
saw myself during several days of pet- 
fect observing weather was engaged. 
utoyn enormous height. in a struggle 
with five or six British planes. There 
ate hundreds of good German air: 
planes, with first class pilots, but. so 
relentless is the allied aerial offensive 
that they are compelled to remain be- 


Thind their own lines on an almost con- 


tinuous defensive, and it is over Ger- 
man territory under the protecting fire 
of German archies that 19 fights out of 
20 now take place. 

Must “Shoot Off the Map.” 

The results of this situation would 
te manifest in the casualty Hsts even 
if the guns and shells on each side 
were equal, The Germans gre com- 
pelled to “shoot off the map” where 
they have not direct observation over 
the enemy lines from some higher 
vrounds: that is their gunners must 
fire at ronds whose ranges can be ¢cal- 
culated or at places where they mere- 
ly guess allied guns are placed, in the 
absence of air photography to show 
them what to shoot at, or of “spotting” 


planes over the enemy positions to 
wireless the results af thelr marks- 
manship. By taking the Vimy ridge 


and the commanding height at Monchy, 
the British eurly in the Arras fighting 
deprived the Germans of direct ob- 
servation over their communications, 
and were able to watch miles of the 
German lines; an Instance of the real 
value of winning ground, not as an 
end tn itself. but merely as one of 2 
number of factors which help to give 
ndvantage in observation. A modern 
general, asked whether he would pre- 
fer to carry a hill before hin’ or to re- 


tain his airplane superiority. would al- j 


most Invarinbly choose the latter. 

Fur wore enviable is the lot of the 
British and Preach gunners. They. 
too, ean shoot “off the map” as well as 
the enemy. but they are constantly 
supplied with 
showing the most minute defensive 
works behind the German lines, they 
are informed, by airplanes which see 
the flashes of enemy guns, approxi- 
mately where to shoot to knock out 
batteries, and they are able to eorrect, 
their ranges after each salvo, on a 
clear day, in the light of reports re- 
celyed from airmen who have seen the 
shells explode, 

Artillery Hopelessly Inferior. 

Not only ure the German gunners 
blinded by reason of allied air su- 
premacy, but the enemy is now hope- 
lessiy inferior both in the number of 
eannon he can bring into action and 
the supply of shells he can deliver to 
them. The situation tn 1915, when the 
allied soldlers had to endure constant 
shelling to which their own guns could 
hot reply, has now been reversed. Brit- 
ish soldjers are genuinely sorry for the 
German infantry today, for they re- 
member what they went through two 
years ago, ahd they know how It feels. 
Early in 1916 the cannon and shells 
began piling up on the right side of 
the Ines, and British staff officers 
think that approximately In August of 
that year in the middle of the Somme 
battles, an equilibrium was reached 
and the allies and the Germans were 
about equal in fire power. Since that 
time the allies, thanks In no small de- 
gree to the efforts of America, have 
been drawing steadily ahead. There 
is now no comparison; were {t possl- 
dle to give figures which I hnve seen, 
std would astonish the: most optieate:

Counter-Attacks Costly. 


If advantages are won by the attack 
that the Germans cannot afford to lose, 
they are compelled to counter-attack 
to reguin the lust positions. Counter- 
attacks under these circumstances are 
invariably extremely costly. They 
huve to be burriedly improvised. out 
of whatever troops are at hand, und 
sent forward quickly without proper 
plunning or co-ordination, before the 
assailants have had time to dig them- 
selves 1p ur reorganize the wrecked 
German positions, They immediately 
come under the massed fire of cnnnob 
seerelly concentrated over a long pe 
riod for the very purpose of suppordag 
the offensive and checking attempted 
reactions, The counter-attacking troops 
cannot be supported by anything like 
a similar weight of guns, if the orlg- 
{nat attuck came as 9 surprise, because 
It takes Ume to mass guns, and couo- 
Cer-attacks must be faunched at once 
if they ore to succeed, 

‘These consideralons explain most of 
the fighling of the past few months. 
The British use their possession of 
the initiutive to launch ap attack op 
a narrow front. They capture a post- 
tion. The Germaus are forced, by the 
need for sufeguarding their line and 
preventing other positions from being 
enfiladed, to counter-attack. They ad- 
vance in dense masses and are slaugh- 
tered by the waiting guns. Sometimes 
the counter-uttucks succeed, and then 
peaple at home are depressed, They 
rend in a bulletin, “Qur troops at- 
tacked at dawn and occupied the east- 
Four deter- 
mined counter-attacks by elements of 
three Germun divisions were repulsed 
by our fire, but towards even’ag a fifth 
attnck compelled us to relinquish the 
wround we had gained.” They shake 
their heads over their morning paper. 
And it is quite possible that British 
#enerals at the sume time are chuck- 
ling over their reports, for the bulletin 
may mean that at a cost of a thousand 
men the British have shot down five 
thousand Germans, The alm of the 
war at present is not to take hills or 
towns, but kill Germans, 

United States Killed Last Chance. 

“The whole situation {s as simple 
as au problem in addition and subtrac- 
tion,” a distinguished soldier said to 
me. “The epemy knows his own

inow realize that So great Is the pre- 


ponderance of foree gradually mount- 
ing up against him here that no num- 
ber of ships he can sink will do more 
thn postpone the evil day of reckon- 
ing. His present reason for fighting 
must be thit he thinks we are all get- 
ting tlred of the war, so be may hope 
to be-devil our labor parties or our 
weaker politicians into a peace made 
up of pretty phrases and pious aspira- 
tions which will leave him in a posi- 
tion to recuperate and attack us again 
in ten or twenty years.

Good dairy- 
men will not keep milk near the 
stables, even though the luw in their 
state does not force them to observe 
this precaution, The milk house is 
then a necessity and it will ordinarily 
be obtained in one of three ways: In 
case the dairy business ts large, a sep- 
arate building, fitted with all of ‘the 
modern equipment necessary to the 
conduct of a paying dairy business, 
wil) be needed. In case the amount of

milk handled 1s not grent enough to 
warrant the use of a separate building, 
the milk house must be combined with 
either the farmhouse or the ice house. 
Under certain conditions, the farmer 


might desire an extension to his house 
which would inelude both the ice 
house and the milk house. .A farm- 


house designed in this way is among 
others in a group of designs recently 
prepared hy the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. If such a scheme 
is not used, the combined building 
should, at least, be placed as near the 
farmhouse as possible. : 

There are certain conditions which 
must be taken into account In bullding 
the Ice house. The first is that its lo- 
cation must be such that good drain- 
age Is possible. There ts always a loss 
by melting and the water must be car- 
rled well away from the building and 
disposed of elther {n the soll, through 
a drainage system alreqdy In place. or 
by connection with a stream.

EXECUTIVE OFFICE. 


Lansing, Mich., Nov. 24, 1917. 
‘To the People of Michigan: 

The Lurden of carrying to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, the great task of 
selecting and mobilizing Michigan's 
cuota for the first contingent of the 
National Army has heretofore rested 
ipon the shoulders of a comparative- 
ly few citizens of the State. Mem- 
ners of the Loeal and District Boards 
have given freely their time and 
work, im many cases entailing great 
porsonal sacrifice. We are now called 
upon to make a cemplete inventory 
end classification, of all registrants 
who have not already been selected 
for service. The work is to be com- 
pleted within a period of sixty days. 
Yo accomplish this successfully re- 
quires the whole-hearted support and 
cooperation of every American, 

I, therefore, as Governor of Mich- 
igan, do hereby appeal to all citizens 
of Michigan to.answer the call of the 
Prosident ct the United States, and 
to assist Local und District Boards 
Lv proffering such service and such 
material conveniences ‘as they can 
offer, and by appearing before the 
boards to give such information as 
will be useful in classifying — regis- 
trants. I especially urge school teach- 
ers and others of clerical ability to 
at onee report to local boards to as- 
sist in the work of preparing ques- 
tiannaires. 

Men of the legal profession should 
offer themselves as associate mem- 
bers of the Legal Advisory Boards 
to be provided in each community for 
the purpose of advising registrants of 
their rights and obligations and of 
assisting them in the preparation of 
their answers to the questions which 
all men subject to draft are required 
to submit. 

Doctors should identify themselves 
with the Medical Advisory Boards 
which are to be constituted in the 
various districts throughout the state 
for the purpose of making a system- 
atic physical examination of the reg- 
istrants. 

It should be the pride of the citi- 
zens of Michigan that the execution 
of the Selective Service Act in Mich- 
igan be carried on with the least pos- 
sible administrative expense. Every 
dollar saved at home is one more dol- 
lar for the firing line. 

1 trust that this appeal will meet 
with an enthusiastic response on the 
part of the citizens of Michigan, and 
that all will avail themselves of the

After December 16 it will be eve 
more difficult to get into the Sea ser- 
vice.

ed for the National Army in the near 
future, you will not'be able to join. 
the NAVY.. After Decamber 15 it 
will be necessary for you to get a 
letter from your local Board showing 
that there is no chance of you being 
soon called by the Draft Board, 

lor this reason it would be advis- 
able for you to enlist in the Navy at 
once if it is your ambition to help 
man the guns of our great war fleets. 

The tollewing facts are given for 
your information and guidance: 

fo enlist in the NAVY you must 
be an American citizen between the 
ages of 18 to 35. 

You must be in godd physical condi- 
tion and free of disease. Men with 
weak eyes, poor hearing, flat feet or 
who have defects requiring an oper- 
ation will not be accepted. 

It is absolutely necessary that you 
ave proof of your citizenship when 
you nresent yourself for enlistment. 
For this purpose you may get one of 
the following: 

(a) A birth certificate from proper

(b) An affidavit as to your age and 
place of birth by some reputable per- 
son, or 

(c) An age certificate filled out by 
one of your parénts or legal guar- 
dian, The parent's signature must .

HAVE BIG PROBLEMS TO SOLVE 


+ 


Must Decide Methods _ of Raising 
- Billions of Dollars to Carry On 
War—Bitter Fights Loom. 


Washington—The second war ses- 
sion of céngress is under way. After 
an eight-weeks’ rest members of both 
houses got back into the harness Man- 
day, prepared to buckle down to a ses 
‘sion that will in all probability be a 
lengthy one. 

Immediately after convening and ap- 
pointing committees to formaliy notify 
President Wilson and each other that 
the second session of the sixty-fifth 
congress was in readiness, adjourn- 
ments were taken out of respect to 
members who died during the recess— 
Senator Husting, of Wisconsin, who 
was accidently shot, and Representa 
tive Martin, of Hlinois. 

Another feature of the opening day 
was the receipt of appropriation esti- 
mates, aggregating many billions of 
dollars, for war and governmental pur- 
poses for the next fiscal year. 


Politics Wil Crop Out. 

Partisan politics is apt. to crop out 
more persistently during the coming 
session than in the extraordinary ses- 
sion of the past summer. The bien- 
i nia! congressional elections come next 
1 November and as campaign time ap- 
proaches congressmen will be looking 
for issues. 

There will be a prolonged contest 
over the manner of raising the money 
to meet the enormous war costs. Out 
' of the $21,000,000,000 of the current 
fiscal yeur about one-fourth will be 
raised by taxes of various sorts and 
three-fourths by bond issues. Speaker 
Clark and others believe the taxes 
and bond issues should be divided on a 
50-50 basis. 

The war tax bill is designed to raise 
something less than $3,000,000,000 an- 
nually. There will be pressure to 
amend it especially by increasing the 
taxes upon excessive wealth and war 
{ profits. 


Third Loan In Prospect. 

The two Liberty Joans thus far float- 
ed totaled Jess than $6,000,000,000. 
Secretary McAdoo stated recently that 
he thought it would be necessary to 
raise to meet expenditures of the cur- 
rent year not more than $10,000,000,000 
additional by the issue of bonds, war 
savings certificates and treasury cer- 
tificates of indebtedness. 

It is supposed there will have te 
be another Liberty loan late in the 
winter, but no congressional action is 
necessary. Congress will have to de- 
cide, however, on bond issues for loans 
for the next fiscal year. 


PLANES BUILT IN GRAND RAPIDS 


Furniture Men Organize Company— 
To Make City Aero Center. 


Grand Rapids.—The furniture mant. 
facturers of Grand Rapids have mobil. 
| ized their industrial facilities for the 
manufacture of airplanes. As a result 
this city will become one of the chief 
gir-craft producing centers. 

The Grand Rapids Airplane company 
was organized a few days ago at a 
meeting of Grand Rapids manufactur- 
ers. The capital is $200,000, all sub- 
scribed by manufacturers. The com- 
pany will not be an operating company 
But will serve as a medium between 
the government and manufacturers fn 
distributing contracts. 

A large contract on a cost basis, 
plus 15 per cent, has been awarded 
the company by the war department. 

The airplane has about 1,500 parts 
and with the parts carefully standarn- 
tzed the orders will be distributed as 
received among the factories and it is 
expected practically every factory in 
town will have a share af the wark,. 
Actual work will start as soon as tha 
lumber is delivered. 


“NEGRO JS BURNED AT STAKE 


Taken From Sheriff By Mob—Alleged 
to Have Attacked Woman. 


Nashville, Tenn.—A dispatch from 
Dyersburg, Tenn., Sunday night says 
that Ligon Scott, a negro who, is al- 
leged to have attacked a white woman 
in Dyer county, was. burned at tha 
stake near the public square there, 

The negro was arrested In Jackson, 
Tenn., late Saturday, and was being 
taken to Dyersburg in an automobile 
by the sheriff and his deputies when 
a mob met the officers and relieved 
them of thelr prisoner, The entire 
county soon knew of the capture and 
thousands flocked to town, 

Scott is said to have confessed his 
guilt.

Heye Foundation, New York In- 

stitution for Relics of Red Men. 

There are still, as we all know, quite 
a lot of Indians left in America, but 
many tribes are extinct, and many oth- 
ers have imbibed enough civilization 
to change them completely, Niksah 
writes. ‘fhe Indian as he was before 
he met the white man is practically 4 
thing of the past, und this fact is sig- 
nified by the completion in New York 
of a splendid museuin bullding to 
house his remains, 

Museum of the American Indian, 
Heye Foundation, is the full name of 
this institution, which is moving {nto 
its palatial headquarters near Broad- 
way and Ove Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
6treet. The Heye Foundation has been 
in existence for some years and has 
had a number of ethnologists and 
archeologists In the fieid. Its method 
has been to obtain a collection first and 
then erect a building.

‘NEW EMPLOYMENT OF WOMEN 


Britiah Government Js Urging Female 
Help With Results That Are Sat- 
isfactory From Ali- Angles. 


It is now incumbent upon us to see 
how far we can substitute the labor of 
women for thut of men. Before the 
war It would duubtless have been 
urged that the private interest of ci- 
ployers had already introduced wor- 
an’s dabur wherever this would pay. 
We have now learned, declares ‘the 
New Republic, that mere inertia is un 
important determinant of industrial 
arrangements, The British goivern- 
ment is employing women where it 
formerly employed only men, and 
with results that are satisfactory from 
a finunclal point of view, as well us 
from the mere essential point of view 
of economy ef national resources.

Supply Promises te -Be Short—Use 
of Complete Fertilizers Is 
Urged in Its 

‘ _- Stead. 
nn ee 
By PROF. A. J. PATTEN, 
Experiment Station Chemist, Michi- 
gan Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich--“Buy fertiliz- 
ers? Buy fertilizers—and prices out 
of sight? Afy dear man, do you 
know—" but suécumbing at this point, 
to an intensity of feeling which 
choked off words, the Hery one used 
the lull to gtre his visitor a careful 
looking over, apparently to determine 
his mental status. ‘ 

“You look sane enough,” he finally 
conceded, “but I can't say as much 
for your Judgment.” 

The man whose Ire had thus been 
stirred up was a farmer—one of the 12- 
eylinder, 1918 model sort at that—-and 
he was addressing a caller who had 
mildly suggested that perhaps, in the 
light of the fairly good prices being 
offered for grain crops, it might be 
a move this coming season to 
apply a little commercial fertilizer to 
help out production, 

“Why,” the farmer had finally con- 
eluded, “it would bankrupt me. Yes, 
sir, bunkrupt me to attempt to buy 
fertilizers with prices as they are.” 

This incident is related not a8 some- 
thing unusual, but rather because ft is 
so common that it represents what 
may in general be sald to be the ex- 
isting opinion about fertilizers. The 
tendency seems to be to elass these 
naw us extravagunees to be indulged 
In only by millionaire “farmers.” 

Never, however, has popular, opinion 
been so far wide of the mark. It will 
surprise some inen to know that fertil- 
izers today are cheaper actually, when 
considered in the light of what they 
will return, than they have been in 
some yenrs. 

Some highly enlighting figures relat- 
ing to this subject have been com- 
piled by the cheimisiry division of the 
M. A. C. experiment station, When 
prices were at their 1914 levels one 
bushel of corn would buy only 83 
pounds of 14 per cent acid phosphate, 
er 65 pounds of 1-8-2 fertilizer. In 
1917, hawever, this saine bushel of 
corn wotld have purchased 157 pounds 
of 14 per cent acid phosphate, or 105 
pounds of 1-8-2 fertilizer. Interpreted, 
this nieans. that fertilizers applied to 
erops this year really cost only about 


good 


one-half as much as they did in 1914.1! 


What has been found ‘o be true of 
fertilizers used on corn, has been dis- 
covered to apply equally as well to al- 
most all farm crops. 

As n word of caution, this showing 
should not fnduce farmers to rush 
herdlong inte the use: of fertilizers 
without taking stock of their own re- 
Quirements and determining the kinds 
af fertilizers that will most pearly fll 
their needs. , 

It would of course be foclhurdy to 
attempt to lay down any hard and 
fast rules that will apply for every 
farm. It can be said, however, that 
the best results froin fertilizers will be 
obtained from soils well drained, in 
‘good physieal condition, and not acid. 
Where tnck of drainage and the acid- 
ity of the sojl are the factors which 
keep down yields on a given farm, it 
would be hopeless to attempt to over- 
come them with fertilfzers. 

Where fertilizers are what are need- 
ed, the kind to use will depend upon 
two factors at least-~-ore of them the 
soil, and the ather the crop, 

In a general way it muy he said 
that the soils of Michigan are deficient 
in phosphoric acid and will respon to 
treatment whth phosphoric acid fertil- 
izers. Many other soils are atso Inck- 
ing in nitrogen, The reason underlying 
this nitrogen deficiency is to he found 
in the fact that many of the heavier 
types are not well supplied with or- 
gunie matter, which is the chief source 
of the soil nitrogen. On such soils, 
and especially where there are early 
spring crops, a fertizer carrying 
some nitrogen should be used. 

Where a soil is rich in organic mat: 
ter or humus, or where there is’ plenty 
of barnyard manure that can he put 
on, the amount of nitrogen in the fer- 
tilizer may he reduced or entirely elim- 
inated where if is to be used on grain 
crops. If there is too much nitrogen 
in the soll It ts linble to result In mak- 
ing the grain crups lodge badly. 

On potatoes, sugar’ beets and all 
truck crops some nitrogen in the fer- 
tHizer is desirable on all soils. 

The need for potash ts not so urgent 
os is that for either phosphoric acid 
or nitrogen. In Michigan practically 
all solls are abundantly supplied with 
this element, though It may net be tn 
such a condition as makes it easily 
usable by the ptaat, It should be 
realized also that with potash costing 
the farmer about ten times more than 
{t did in 1914, it is advisnble to Umit 
the amount used as much as possible 
and to get along without it whenever 
this can be done, 

Muck soils are usually, though not 
universally, deficient in potash. On 
these mucks; therefore, it will un- 


' doubtedly be profitable to use a potash 


fertilizer in spite of the high cost.

‘| with one, but with all, Birds of all 
four of these breeds, {t has been found, 
can be fattened more rapidly and at 
@ lege cost per, pound than 18 possible 
with any of the others. 

It has been demapstrated beyond 
question algo that pure-bred fowls pos- 
sess the ability fo take on flesh more 
rapidly and economically than do 
pep erea fowls. 

wning one of the right breeds of 
birds, the problem confronting the 
poultryman is that of what method to 
use In fattening his fowls for market. 
Cockerels and hens, when fattened as 
they should be, will bring the most 
money, and the hens will take on 
weight more quickly than will the 
cockerels. Both should be in full 
feather when placed in crates or con- 
fined. 
- Where the quickest possible produc- 
tion of fut and flesh is aimed at, two 
methods are in general use. The first 
of these consists in confining the fowls 
in crates, allowing about one square 
foot of space per fowl The crates 
can elther be made at home or pur- 
chased from dealers in poultry sup 
Dlies, 

If n home-made crate is desired, it 
should be built 2 feet wide, 2 feet 
Jong and 20 inches high... These sec- 
tions can be constructed separately, or 
they can he joined in one long, con- 
tinuous crate. Lumber J inch hy 4 
Inch should be used for the slats on 
the bottem, top and sides. The con- 
tinuous crates may be made’ 10 feet 
long. 24 inches wide and 20 Inches 
high. These, if divided into five com- 
partments. plncing four fowls in each, 
will hold 20. chickens each. If this 
crate is then set upon a conple of 
sawhorses and a trough is attached 
on the autside. so that the fowls can 
be fed from the outside, the equip- 
Ment {s complete. Butteries can he 
purchased, however, which will ,hold 
from 66 to SO chickens. 

By use of this method a pound of 
gain can be put upen a fowl at cost of 
from 6 to 8 cents. 

In the second methed the fowls are 
Placed in a small room which can be 
lightened or darkened at the pleasure 
of the operators, The chickens should 
be fed regularly twite a duy what ther 
will clean up in about 20) minutes. 
After feeding, the room should he kept 
darkened so that the fowls will be 
quiet. Lack. of exerelse softens the 
museles—exercise hardens them, 

These properly fattened fowls will 
bring good priees in any market. The 
perate-tattened fowl however,, should 
be killed at home, for if shipped many 
of them are Hable to reach their 
destination with broken wings. ns this 
method of feeding causes the bones to 
become brittle. 


PROJECT FOR FARM BOYS 


Wartime Efficiency 1s Embodied by 
M. A. C. in Pians for Winter 
Short Courses. 


East Lansing, Mich—Something of 
wartime efficiency has been embodied 
by the Michigan Agricultural college 
in its plans for its special winter short 
courses for farm boys beginning here 
on January 7. Old methods have heen 
so Improved upon that students enroll- 
ing for the elght-weeks’ werk will be 
required to do things as well as to see 
yahd learn them. 

“Look this crop over—it represents 
ideal wheat type, Fix it in yeu mind,” 
the student used to be told. The train- 
ing stopped there. But in the future it 
will go farther. In addition to “fixing 
the type in mind.” the students will be 
asked alse to try their skill at ratsing 
this sort of crop, * 

This actual dolng of things will be 
conducted by means of special exten- 
sion projects. When a°young man en- 
rous for the eight-weeks’ course In fen- 
eral agriculture, forestry, horticulture, 
poultry, or any one of the several oth- 
er courses offered he will in addition 
to his studies be required to work out 
some project when he returns to the 
farm. If he happens to have taken the 
short course in dairying be will be 
asked to keep production and feed rec- 
ords of a dairy herd for at least six 
months; if he has been n student of 
furin crops he will be asked to run,a 
two-acre test of a pedigreed variety 
of barley versus a loca) vartety, or a 
test of pedigreed oats with local oats. 
A whole list of naddftional projects 
from which the student can select has 
been prepared and performance of 
them in the case of students enrotled 


will be insisted upon as a requirement 
for graduation. 

It Is the plan of the college also to 
give the short-course men a line of 
study which will assist them in more 
effectively doing their bit in the direc- 
tion of increased food production. 

The courses will begin on January T 
and will be open to any individual in 


the state who chooses to t.ttend.
